SEARCHERS OF SEA 


Two of its actors, Capt. William P. 
(Lone Star Bill) Erwin and Alvin 
Eichwaldt, m the monoplane Dallas 
Spirit, did their bit in an attempt 
to find the missing planes from the 
air, and fell into the ocean doing it, 
but the other actors kept right on. 

Here were the players and what 
they were doing: | 


The officers and men of forty de- 
stroyers, submarines and auxiliary 
vessels of the Navy cruised in their 
appointed sectors searching the night 
for flares that might be sent up by 
the unfortunate aviators. 

Westward from the Farallones the 
mammoth aircraft carrier Langiey and 
close in her wake, the tender Aroos- 
took, steamed along the great circle 
course. 

Atop the Langley, extending 
tire length and breadth is a great 
platform. Every 
this platform a little observation 
plane, piloted by a crack naval avia- 
tor, hops off as surely and easily as 
though from land and soars away 
twenty, twenty-five, thirty miles from 
the ship’s course, the water 
as far as the eye reaches. Then it 
darts back again.

ty of these planes, and some of them 
were in the air almost constantly.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19. (Exclusive) — As if mock- 
ing the unprecedented efforts to wrest from it the secret of 
the missing Dole birds, the Pacific reached forth tonight and 
clutched at “Lone Star Bill” Erwin and Alvin Eichwaldt in the 
searching plane, Dallas Spirit.

It would classify the vortous 
types of construction the same as 
every bullding code and in addition 
would classify the use and occu- 
pancy of the bulldings so that the 
hazardous occupancies aré more prop- 
erly provided for. 

In discussing the proposed 
code, J. E. Mackie, chief bullding 
Spector of Long Beach, said the true 
value of the uniform building code is 
in the stabilizing effect it will have 
the building industry. It will 
accomplish this in three distinct di- 
rections, he added.

SEA ADVENTURE 


“Lucky” Slabery Adds An- 
other Thriller to List 


Master of California-Eastern 
Craft Telis Experience 
— — 
Ship Brought Safely Through 
Hurricane in Tropics 


Capt. “Lucky Herb” Slabery, com- 
manding the California and Eastern 
liner New Britain, yesterday brought 
his ship into port from New York 
after another of the many hair-rais- 


ing experiences which have earned 
hitn his sobriquet. 

Caught in the treacherous Crooked 
Island Passage, only seven miles 
wide, by a West Indian hurricane, 


the New Britain was for twenty-four 


hours buffeted by the gale and seas 
end several times near the rocky 
shoals of the dangerous passage be- 
fore Capt. Slabery worked her into 
clear water. 

Danger was heightened by the fact 
that the vessel had a fuil deckload 
of circular steel gas buoys, which 
were in danger of breaking their 
lashings and smashing the super- 
structure of the vessel under the 
poundings of the mountainous sens. 
The New Britain was shining like a 
new yacht when she made port ves- 
terday and showed almost ho trace 
of her experience. 

In the last year Capt. Slabery has 
pulled the New Britain out of three 
rear-disasters. In June, 1926, she 
was in the West Indian hurricane in 
which the Transmarine liner Sudut- 


co was lost and several other ships 


badly demaged. Last September. 
while en route to Los Angeles from 


ithe Atlantic. the New Britain 


fire at sea and after à three-day fight 
Capt. Slabery and his crew extin- 


guished the fire with a cargo lose of 
$225,000. Previously. while entering 
San Diego Harbor in a fog. the New 
Britain was rammed by the navel 
tug Algorms. With a large hole in 
her bow, she made port without 
Gamage to cargo. 


The New Britain on this vovage 


brought 6800 tons of cargo from the 
Atlantic, of which 3000 tons is for 
local discharge. The deck load of ras 
buoys, of a new type for the United 
States Lighthouse Service, will be 
stationed along the coast south from 
Ketchikan, Alaska.

LONDON, Aug. 19. A move-

STANTON BAIL 
NOT FORFEITED 


Ex-Deputy Says No Efforts 
Made to Get Him 


Declares That Bond Broker 
Laughed in Derision 
Total of $33,000 in Eleven 
Cases Listed in Books 


A new phase of the asserted ques- 
tionable operation of Los Angeles 
bail-bond firms, now under investi- 
gation by the county grand jury, was 


brought to light yesterday when a 


signed statement was obtained from 
a former deputy sheriff indicating 
that bail-bond companies do not al- 


4 ways make a determined effort to ap- 


prehend men who have “jumped” 
their bonds even when they know of 
the fugitive’s whereabouts. 

The man in this case who hau 
“jumped” his bond was Eli Stanton, 
motion-picture extra who failed to 
appear for trial on September 14. 
1925. Although Stanton has not been 
returned to Los Angeles yet and 
brought to trial the records of the 
Superior Court bear no notation that 
the bond was ever forfeited. 

I. C. Biasdel, the former deputy 
sheriff, in commenting upon efforts 
to apprehend Stanton stated that he 
ascertained that the man wanted was 
in Greece, where he had fied to esca 
trial. He established this fact, 
said, by letters which Stanton had 
written to friends in Los Angeles 
which gave his place of residence in a 
mall village in Greece.

It shows that so far as the criminal 
court records are concerned Stan- 
ton's ball was never declared forfeited. 
Instead, when he failed to appear in 
court, a bench warrant was issued for 
his arrest and the trial was put “off 
calendar.” This is the final entry 
in the record. 


SIMILAR CASES FOUND 


The records of the other cases in 
Murray's possession in some instances 
show si .ilar procedure while in oth- 
ers the forfeitures were continued 
from time to time for extended pe- 
riods before they were eventually or- 
dered forfeited. 

The questionable ball bonds in the 
eleven cases amount to $33,000. In 
view of the fact that these cases were 
obtained from only two books out of 
the vast collection of criminal court 
records, the total amount of ques- 
tionable bail bonds which exist in the

Banker Said to Have Taken

Dist.-Atty. Hession of Inyo county 
and Deputy State Bank Examiner 
Davis yesterday delayed request for

The vaults said to have been held 
by W. W. Watterson at the Alexan- 
dria were emptied of their contents 
ten days ago when Mr. Watterson 
made a hurried visit here, 


tained, Charles B. Hamilton, man- 
ager of the hotel, declaring that such 
matters are known only to the hold- 
ers of the deposit boxes. 


BOXES NOT WATCHED 


Mr. Hession last night scouted the 
idea that the delay in opening the 
other safety deposit boxes will re- 
sult in the Inyo county financiers 
emptying them of any assets they 
may contain. However, it was learned 
that neither Mr. Hession, the State 
Banking Department nor the Corpora- 
tion Commission is watching the 
other boxes to preclude such action. 

Formal request for search warrants, 
as expected yesterday, was not made, 
Mr. Hession said, because he believes 
that the Wattersons will voluntarily 
open these vaults if so requested. 

“I feel certain that they will 
comply with such a request and I will 
ask Mr. W. W. Watterson to open the 
vaults as soon as I can locate him,” 
the Inyo county prosecutor declared 
in his room at the Alexandria where 
he was 3 to catch up on 
sleep lost in an night drive from 
Bishop. 


WATTERSON EXPECTED 

W. W. Watterson was expected to 
arrive in Los Angeles yesterday, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hession, but at u late 
hour last night he had not been 
found by the prosecutor. Mr. Wat- 
terson did not register at the Alex- 
andria where he has made his head- 
quarters in the past. 

In case Mr. Watterson is not found 
today. the visiting prosecutor said, 
advisibility of requesting search war- 
rants will then be taken up. The 
same action will be taken, he said, 
if Mr. Watterson refuses to open the 
vaults. 

“Such refusal on his part would 
give us more reason to request the 
search warrent,” he said, “as it might 
indicate existence of documents we 
seek.

Wireless Signals Indicate it 
Was Up About 2000 Feet 
at Time of Troubles 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 20. de- 
ductions reached by studying the in- 
creased and decreased pitch of radio 
Waves sent out last night by the 
missing plane Dallas Spirit, indicate 
the ship went into a tail spin at an 
altitude of 2000 feet and plunged 
200 miles per hour into the ocean. 
This conclusion was reached today by 
J. O. Watkins, radio engineer of the 
Federal Telegraph ship station at 
Daly City, near here. 

Watkins logged the epochal dash 
of Capt. William Erwin, pilot, and A. 
H. Eichwaidt, navigator, from the 
time the arose at Oakland at 
2:16 pm. Friday. until their radio 
communication was blotted out sud- 
denly at 9:02 o'clock the same eve- 
ning. Dallas Spirit is estimated 
to have been about 600 miles off San 
Francisco when it ran into trouble. 


FALLS FOR MINUTE 


In a report to officials of the Fed- 
eral Telegraph, Watkins said he is 
“almost certain that the plane was 
falling for approximately one min- 
ute before its navigator began to 
send distress signals and was able to 
get that the plane was climbing for 
over twenty minutes immediately pre- 
mn the time it began to tail 

n. 


This information was derived by 
listening to the variation in the pitch 
of the planes radio signal. 

The report explained that the al- 
ternating current dynamo which fur- 
nished power for the plane’s radio 
was wind driven, that is, it derived 
its power from the wind on the air 
speed of the ship. The pickup in 
radio signal depended directly on the 
revolutions per minute of the gen- 
erator or, indirectly, on the air speed 
of the plane. 

“At 8:20 pm.“ Watkins's report 
sald, “I noticed that the variability 
of the signal pitch became more 
mevked than usual, which gave me 
the impression that the air was be- 
coming bumpy. This continued for 
twenty minutes. 


VARIATION NOTED 

“At 8:40 the frequency decreased. At 
first I interpreted this as e 
trouble, but after it continued with- 
out any signals from the operator, I 
concluded that the plane was climb- 
ing and as a consequence was run- 
ning at decreased velocity. This re- 
duced the frequency as estimated by 
ear until approximately 8:59, at which 
time it showed a rather sudden rise 
to about normal pitch at 350 cycles 
second. Continuing at about this 
average for some time, which I did 
not record, it took a gradual 
rise to a pitch which my estimation 
indicated as above Instead 
of returning to normal as usual, the 
pitch continued to increase until it 
reached what I would estimate as 
500 cycles per second. It is difficult 
to describe my feelings as I heard 
this note begin to wail at a frequenty 
indicating a wind velocity which I 
knew no sane pilot would voluntarily
